resources and her treasures in aim oat over- 
whelming abundance; where she delights 
fbo'cyo with grandeur of scenry, mountain 
peaks lifting their, stately forms toward 
heaven; a sky that seems ever blue; im 
air ever laden with sntjetness and purity, 
and an ocean calm, placid and reoiful bo- 
ydnd anticipation on most days, yet capable 
of being lashed ' to mndneBS by the etorm 
-king, a sight', to. inspire admiration, awn 
arid reverence. . . - . . < ' i 

'A day in southern California in Febrpary 
is' like unto , a dav in June in Illinois for 
warmth and; comfort, tbe mercury in the 
seventies, yet an air so free from nioieturc 
that it is a pleasure to breathe it and a^ 
blessing to enjoy its freshness. ' With our 
headquarters, - a« it were, at Lob Angeles', 
the metropolis of this region, we have been 
much of the surrounding country and found 
each day all too short for the mtuiy pleas- 
ures and -enjoyable experiflnces that are 
crowded into the time between sunrise and 
sunset— and tho sun shines all tbe time 
hero— or at least it lias since we came.' 
This land differs matendly 'trqm almost 
any other, Binjilafr area, in tliut its attrac- 
tions aro so" boundless 'that the Inst place 
visited. is the most delightful, and there 
are always so niahy unseen wonders and 
an visited edens claiming future explora- 
tions long in advance,- 

Tho people Beem to have drunk iirtlie, 
beauties of. the landscape, sky and climate, 
and digested it into a happy and cheerful 
nature tliat expresses itself in hospitality 
to the stranger and adds to one's comfort 
and -enjoyment' in a way. that I have not 
expenenced elsewhere. In fact, the eastern, 
touriut ifl treated by these whole-souled arid 
large-hearted : people of the far" west as, a' 
part | ,al most of " tbdir pppii I atibn arid the 
reply courteous is afways on the lips of' the 
interrogated in answer to questions which 
must at. times seem to thorn very childish 
and foolish. 

Loa Angeles is a .charming city, sur- 
rounded by most picturesque mountain 
ranges, a prosperous city, if indications 
ojftol I me correctly, a growing city and a 
clean one for a certainty. With the added 
trade which will undoubtedly come from 
our "God given new possess ions" (?) of 
the western boor this city and thia western 
slope ought to bold out inducements to the 
ambition of the man from' the east and lure, 
him to its Bunny clime; > 

On the overland we met. a most intel- 
lectual and interesting gentleman, Mr. 
Francis F. Brown, editor of the Dial" of 
Chicago, who with his wifo, amostchurm : 
ing lady, were on their way to Lob Angeles, 
and we are now quartered with them in 
the samn hotel and enjoy a great many of 
our daily trips together, much to our ad- 
vantage .at. least, for to know and talk to 
Mr. Drown is to bo entertained and have 
one'a mind irrigated and nourished by the 
wetl-seusoned thought of an original master 
mind that has grown by years of study and 
welt-directed effort. It was through the 
countesy of Mr, Brown,.who knowa many 
men'of literary worth on the Pacific slope 
and e bow here, that wo were enabled to en- 
joy Washington's birthday, in u way to be 
long remembered . With the temperature 
at 84° wo started out to "visit the home of 
Charlca F.-Lumnm, situated in tho out- 
skirts of Los Angeles on the road to Pasa- 
dena. Mr. Lummis in one of the best 
known literary men of this western country; 
and also well and moat favorably known to 
literary people' a|i over tho United States 
ns a man of rare ri unity of decided und ad- 
vanced ideas and fearless thought that ho 
does not hesitate to express in clear and 
trenchant' language in the magazine of 
l he west, The Land of Sunshine, of which 
he ia editor. A man under forty years ap- 
parently, n Inio disciple of nature, heedless 
of thoniandatea'bf dame fashion, and lov- 
ing the free i if o of the plaines, _a perfect 
typo of God's nobleman, respected and ad 
mirod by men of brain for; his worth, a 
respect and admiration that overlooks those 
traits in his character that would no doubt 
by some bo called eccentricities. A Hut 
vord • graduate in 1880, or thereabouts, ho 
walked the greater part of the way to Cul 
ifoirnla soon after Hint ho might gather 
from the true source the information of the 
country and its peoplo, given to tho world 
in tho book that he afterwords published. 
Adopted by an Indian chief he lived among 
tho Indiana for four yenrs and gained,u 
knowledgoof their history and legons and 
n history Of the country Unit makes' him un 
authority on Mexican,' Spunish and Indian 
history" here.and. in South America and 
Mexico; ile.reada Spaniah aa easily as. ho 
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does English, and ehpwed to usman'y.rare 
books . published by . the Spaniards in this 
contin en t two or three ■ cen turies ugo- 1 - 
booke , that lie ban collected. in what must 
bave been a vdry active and eventful life. 
An interesting fact he told us" waB that the 
number of books published by. Spanish' and 
English explorers about this country in the 
first years of the respective expJor.ationR.by 
these countries .was'600 to 1 in favor of tlm 
Spaniab.. He showed to uaa book written 
in Spanish: by an Indian fifty years after 
the'copques^deBcrlptive of the "new world 
-^for circulation' and sule in Europe at that 
timer, Truly 1 this'SpaniBh nation that haa 
so much:that ifl.bloody and diBarraceful to 
answer for in ' this'i continent, made 'sturdy 
strides' in literature in .those ^early days. 
These bookB'tKat Mr. Lummia hni.are rare 
monuments of the honest workntanship of 
those 'day's when* everything^v'as madd to 
taste' and not to eell as in their more pro-' 
greBRive timcB so-called — books '300 years 
old-iin-'which tho paper ahowed the decay 
of,' age hardly more than thia on which I 
write today— ink as clear and block as that 
in the newspaper just dry' from the press— 
illuminated 1 letters in which the colors bad 
not faded in tho least and covers that still 
unbroken und undecayed ' preserved . the 
previous .words of past generations for our 
admiring and apprecative gaze. Aa Mr. 
LummiB ahowed. to u's-hin treaaures, pre- 
historicsof the Incos of Peru, cloth and 
nctkjaces of over 1000 yoara of age, & 
mummy that bo had brooght himself, as 
he had all hie euros', from South America, 
tie 'discoursed to us of their, history until 
the aun was setting behind tbe Seirre 
Modrerange clothing the mountains in- a 
purpliBh-haze of indescribable beauty. 

We at last realized the (light of time 
that -had passed so pleasantly and all too 
soon. But I must not forgot to tell yon of 
tho home in which we were entertained by 
thia man who sleeps only four bourn a day, 
edits usT have enid the magazine of tbe 
west, writes two or tliree booka every year 
arid , yet finds time to act as architect, 
mason, .carpenter and common laborer in 
tho erection of his house- only partly com- 
pleted, that' he expects to be at least five 
years- yet in finishing— verily tho discords 
and strifes of union workmen neither sound 
no knell of terror to his busy life nor dis- 
turb the. sweetness of the four hours of 
sleep with which bo refreshes and replen- 
iih«"tired nature and oils the machinery 
foV nriothei'. day of toi I . The s lie of ' hitf 
mansion ia the Arroyo sico (dry riverbed) 
of some prehistoric stream whose mighty 
torrent . long , ago ceased to rush onward 
toward the sea, und the walla of tho house 
aro mode of the boulders found in tbe bed 
of thia long ago river — literally in bis door 
yard^and are placed in .position by his 
own handB ami held in place by Portland 
cement. The' outside of the bouse is cer- 
tainly, attractive to even a casual observer, 
the part he has completed only one aide, 
A- giant sycamore stands in what will, 
when the bouse is compleated, be the inner 
court yard and it will then. extend its 
branches toward and over the walls in all 
directions. But attractive, as the house is 
hn the outside a view of it only gives a 
small foretaste of its interior—and such an 
interior — a floor of cement; a ceiling made 
of immense logs charred to resemble ebony 
that present the reality of great solidity 
and Btrongth; doors made of pine from the 
mountain trees with panels made of wood 
as old as tho books of which I- have, told 
you and as heavy as iron; nil the woodwork 
is caryed : and 'fashioned, by tho owner from 
tbd rough material to its present use; seats 
that are rustic to a degree, covered with 
expensive Navajo ■ blankets invito the 
visitor to rest.' Anything modern seems 
out of place in this house in which the 
original ideas of the. master mind of the 
architect and buildcr^nro everywhere in 
evidence. Tho walls aro covered with 
pn in tings from famous 'masters and photo- 
graphs taken by Mr. Lummia. - The win- 
dows, a part of them, consists of small 
squares in which, transparence from life 
in Mexico, South America and other places 
are inserted; ' fire places that are made far 
use are in such rooms ns one needs a little 
artificial heat morning and evening in Hue 
climate where you- go out of doors on 
winter mornings to get warm in the grate- 
ful Bunlight. Above one fire place we 
studied tbe various expressions of a dozen 
prayer heads collected in Old Mexico and 
Peru, nnd above this fire place" were ponned 
tho words: 

"A casual savage cracked two stones to- 
gether, 
And man was fortified against tho weather." 

Among other things that were old. our 
liOBt produced Bouie fine old wine of the 
'vintage of well, some twenty years ago at 
least, land so this moBt pleasant afternoon 
was spent until with many regrets on our 
part that wo had to leave, and with tho 
hapcVthnt found easy lodgement' and con- 
sent in each breast, expressed by our host 
that we might visit him again, wo took 
tho car and once more became atoms in 
this commercial world, specks in tho great 
ocqan' of humanity that is ever restleaaly 
heaving and tossing too and fro in;tlie 
mad Etrugglo for oxistonce und preferment.

The everits which led up to the Bicgc of 
Lndysmlth began with the. pouring of 
Boer forces into Natal by way of Luings 
Jfek and of Free State forces through 
Van Roenan'a pass Immediately after the 
war began on Oct. 12. The attack on 
Glcncoc Oct. 10 resulted In n reverse for 
the British, their commander, Gen. Sym- 
oaa, being mortally wounded.. The Brit- 
ish found their position untenable, and 
under the leadership of Gen. i'ulc they 
retreated . toward Lndysmlth, the force 
of 4, GOO men being in imminent danger 
of destruction by the Boers. To guard 
the retreata force of British from Lndy- 
smlth under Gen. French fought tho bat- 
tie of Elnridslangte on Oct. 21, which re- 
ulted in a victory for the British, the 
Boers being routed and their commander, 
Gen. Kock, being- mortally wounded. 
Gen. Yuio arrived safeiy at Ladysmith 
oa Oct, 20, after. a severe march. 

la Uie meantime the Boers continued 
to gather ia N'ntnl and by Oct. 3U were 
strongly posted on three sides of the city. 
Gen. Sir George Stewart White, who 
commaaded the forces at Ladysmith on 
,that dny, moved out all his force In an- 
effort to break through the Boer lines 
and rout tbein, but the left wing of his 
command, composed of tho First battal- 
ion of the Roynl Irish fusiliers, the First 
battalion of the Gloucestershire regiment 
and tho Tenth mountain bnttory, was sur- 
rounded by the Boers nt Nicholson's Nek 
and compelled to surrender. The 'Other 
British troops were driven hnck by the 
Boere, and fcoin that time Ladysmith 
was under siege. Uy Nov. 1 the city 
was well invested. The day before a 
naval brigade had nnlvcd from Durban 
with some powerful guns, taken from the, 
wnrships. These guns proved Invaluable 
in the long siege which followed, as they 
were the only weapons, in Ladysmith 
which could compare in power with the 
magnificent artillery UHcd by the Boers 
la shelling the city. On Nov. 2 the com- 
munications were cut south of Lady- 
smith. 

On Nov, 1 the British evacuated Coicu- 
80, which guarded the bridge crossing the 
Tugela river. The. Boor* crossed Uie Tu- 
gela nnd raided through Natal to the 
on tsk iris of the British cuinp at Esteourt 
and heyond, threatening even to attack 
the capital of Natal ', rietermariUburg. 
The British forces began to arrive" from 
England, sun) under command first of 
Gen. Cloafy and later ot Gen, Buller or- 
ganized at Frere nnd Chlevoloy station 
for the advance L'u • the relict of Lady- 
smith. 

After collecting nn army of about 1^,- 
000 men Gen. Buller on Dec, 13 advanc- 
ed to attack the Boers ot Colcnso under 
Gen. Sehnlkburger and along the Tugela 
iHver In nn nttimipt to Torce the crossing 
of that Ktrenm. A severe buttle follow- 
ed, in which tiie British showed had lead- 
ership nnd were defeated nt every point 
with heavy loss of men and the capture 
of eleven camion; 

Geu, Buller hegnti ids great movement 
toward the relief or Lndysmlth Jan. 13. 
Gen. Warren, with 11,000 men, mndo a 
detour toward Wceneii, hut it was three 
dnys later before the British troops be- 
gan lo get n cross the -Tugela. Lyttleton a 
brigade, a bnttory ot field artillery and a 
howitzer battery crossed in the center, 
while Gen. Warren's conmiaud to the left 
crossed on pontoons. Lyttleton contin- 
ued the advance miilor a heavy artillery 
lire 'from the Boers. At the snmc time 
Gen. Warren's division met with strong 
resistance. There wns hard lighting for 
nearly n week; and on .Tan. 24 Gen. War- 
ren enptnred Splon kop. .Ton. 2o the 
Boers recaptured Splon kop, and immedi- 
ately afterward Warren's troops moved 
hack across the Tugela. The Boers cap- 
tured 1.30S prisoners. 

At this point in the eiimpaign many of 
the Ewrlish otllcers advised abnndonlag 
the relief of Ladysmith. On .Tan. 30 
Geu. Buller sent out another reconnois- 
Enuce, and ou Feb! 2 the British rocross- 
ed the Tugehi river mid attacked the 
Boors two days later. The Boers secur- 
ed nn advantageous position and checked 
the advance of the British for the time. 
More lighting followed. The Boers for 
the first time took the offensive against 
Gen, Buller. . The two forces engaged in 
light skirmishes, Geu. Buller trying to 
keep the Boers so busy t hut none could 
be spared to assist Gen. Oronje, who hnd 
taken charge of the federal troops nt 
Madder river. 

On Feb.; 10 Gen. Buller began an ad : 
vancc to LudyBinith, and begun .to fight 
Ids way toward the besieged city. Posi- 
tion after position was enptnred by the 
British, ami two driys later, tho Boers be- 
gan moving their Jafge guns from the 
hillH surrounding the city, evidently fear- 
ful lost they could not hold baekthe Brit- 
ish, when the rush begim to Ladysmith. .

Mrs. McKinley accom- 
pan led hi m and both cz pressed themselves 
as having had a, very enjoyable time. > The 
congratulations oflored the president on all 
sides .dn the able, and timely speech he 
made at the Ohib dinner were received 
with his : usual modesty. That speech 
aoswera many of his critical 

Senator Foraker's statement that ' While 
we were bound by the' peach treaty with 
Spain, to maintain the "open door". com- 
mercially in the Philippines, we cannot 
give the Philippines' free trade with us, 
bns caused the question o£ our. trade rela- 
tions with tho Philippines, to be much 
diBcusscd. ■' The; attitude taken- -.by the 
republicans in" passing , the Porto Rico 
tariff hill ia that congress baa the .right to 
impose whatever duty it. may see fit upon 
the products of any outlying possession of 
tho United States, While it -is behoved 
that the United StateB supreme "court will 
sustain that attitude, no man can say with 
certainty in advance what the decision of 
that court nvill be; hence the discussion. 
One thing is reasonably certain, and that 
is, that if called upon to surrender the pro- 
tective tariff or the Philippines, the repub- 
lican party would decide to give np the 
Philippines, because, as Senator Foroker 
eiud, to give the Philippines free trade 
would be to open our markets to nil the 
world through them. 

All of the republican members of the 
house have been requested to be in their 
seats every day during the present week, 
and the request has greatly alarmed tho 
democrats. The reason for the request is 
simple enough, but it cannot be stated at 
this time without betraying a party secret 
to the enemy. 

Tho senate will this week adopt the con 
forenco report on the finance bill. 

Secretary Hay will not discuss tho report 
that this government hns threatened Ger- 
many with a commercial war, if the meat 
bill reported to the Rcichstug become a law, 
but from other sources it ia learned that 
representations by Ambassador While to 
the Gorman government, caused assurances 
to he given that the features objected to by 
tliis government, will not he in the bill 
when it becomes a law, No uneasiness is 
felt in Washington. Germany has more 
to lose than wo have by tnnff war, and will 
not he likely to invite one. It is believed 
that the German emperor ib merely play- 
ing a little game ot home politics in order 
to get support for some of his pet schemes, 
including a large appropriation for the in- 
crease of hia navy. 

President McKinley 's message to con- 
gress, recommending that tho money col- 
lected, under the Uingley tariff law, on 
Porto Rican products— some 82,000,000— 
and that which will be collected until the 
new law goes into effect bo used for the 
benefit of Porto Rico, which is in such im- 
mediate need of money, wis a surpriEe to 
the democrats, but not to tho republican 
leaders, who.knew that it was to follow the 
passage of the Porto Hico tariff bill, being 
a part of tho plan to give the island tlie 
money it needs for immediate public ex- 
penditures. The, house deserves credit for 
the promptness with which it met tho 
president's recommendation by passing. a 
bill placing the money at his disposal. Tho 
democrats, with a few exceptions, opposed 
the bill, which was passed by a vote 162 
107, although acknowledging it to be a 
good one and to be necessary. They ex- 
plained their ndverso vote by the flimsy 
excuse that they objected because tho bill 
placed tho money at the president's dis- 
posal, instead of appropriating it for 
specific purposes. Thoscnnte will pass the 
bill without any. unnecessary delay.. Then 
tho rejuvenation of Porto Rico wilt be an- 
sured, as'this money, together with tho 15 
per cent duty which will be imported by the 
new tariff- bill for two years, will furnish 
ample revenues for the timo being. But 
the host thing about the bill giving the 
president authority to use the money al- 
ready collected, for the hencfit of Porto 
Rico, is that it heads off the democratic 
attempt to make political capital by el aim- 
ing that the republicans were disposed to 
be unjust to tho Porto llicans. 

All the testimony has been taken in the 
Clark bribery case, nnd a very disgusting 
lot of testimony it was, too, almost with- 
out exception. March 20 has bean set to 
begin the hearing of argument*, each sido 
to have six hours to speak in and to.be al- 
lowed to file printed briefs.

I'ATniOTlSll' V. 8. AHllITION. 
There is no subject of greater importanco 
in forming character than that of. patriot- 
ism.' It is I lite a plan of an architect, it 
may be a good one or it may be indifferent; 
alt the working 'details of the : same, : how-* 
'ever perfect in' themselves, cannot operate 
to remedy, a'defective design or an •imper- 
fect 'model. The Rtructure ot human char- 
acter is formed as'rriucb' by cul ti yati on '^of 
natural faculties as from Hereditory bins or 
inclination. ' Environ ments. too. Has mil ch 
influence over its> formation for 'good or 
evil,' and herein in a wide field for the phi- 
lanthropist. The lea icons 'define patriotism 
as a love Of home' and country with' ' a . dis- 
position to defend them. It belongs to the 
domestic group' of faculties of the mind, 
and as such, delights in nil things that 
pertain to home life and its associations. 
It takes pleasure in good govemuinii', .its 
institutions and its flag. It' is interested 
and actLve, r i£;nat prominent, in political 
affairs, arid deprecates the present demomt-. 
izing- tendency in local politics. I tin in 
times of peace that it. is cultivated, nnd 
demonstrates its:' loyalty arid endurance 
when attacked or its rights invaded. 
■ Patriotism is not confined to any one 
country or place as tho author of that 
world-famed song, "flbuio Sweet Home," 
so charmingly expresses the sentiment of 
which is 4icknowledged in, every country 
and clime,, nnd yet it' is said he had neither 
homo or country. . Is'not the same senti- 
ment expressed by the great historical 
novelist, Sir Walter Scott, in the lines 
''Breathes there u soul bo dead who to him- 
self hath neyer said ■ 
This is mine own' riiy native land." 
, ; Not enough Is allowed to our adopted 
citizens on this lino for the associations of 
their youthful days are just as clear to them 
as to us of the manor . born.- 4 The remem- 
brance of these early associations will never 
be bbliteruted : by" a change of domidl. 
The' civil war' tested their loyalty arid it 
was not found wanting. 
: .Not all soldiers were patriots. Not. all 
who enlisted in the army knew precisely 
thu' motives by which they were, actuated, 
but we will not now criticize their action 
for the 400,000 lives that' were sacrificed 
on tho union side attest their loyalty and 
devotion. , Even attlna InW day there is 
scarcely 11 hamlet in the lengll and breadth 
of the hind that does not mourn for thejoss 
of loved .ones that never returned. In all 
walks nnd ranks of :life cen be found ex- 
amples of lofty patriotism,. mid it is frcm 
this source that the liberties 0/ ii people are 
defended.. But closely allied to, and often 
a brilliant aid when under control,- is 
another focultv of the mind that frequently 
passes for patriotism, viz,' ambition. 
\It watrvery much in evidence during thn 
civil war, as it is in all wars, for it is in 
lovd with tho pomp and circumstance of 
glorious war.- Ungovernable ambition' has 
drenched the world in blood. It is cruel 
and. selfish to the last degree. For exam- 
ples note the career of Napoleon, of Alex- 
ander the Great and many others of like 
characters; but why go uyvay. from homo 
for examples of this grade? History men- 
tions riiumrkable instances of this- trait in 
the person of Arnold, Burr and others of 
more recent dale that I will mom fully de- 
scribe. When it became .certainly known 
that Abraham Lincoln was elected presi- 
dent^ there was in tho councils of the 
nation such men as Davis,' 'Cobb, Floyd. 
Benjamin and Butted States senators, and 
enough : secession governors to make tip 
a list of fifteen conspiritors, some authori- 
ties say twenty. , These men realizing that 
their tenure of office was at an end con- 
spired to break up the government; Howel 
Cobb, then secretary of the treasury, stole 
every dollar in the till and did such other 
nets its to cripplo, the incoming administra- 
tion. John B. Floyd,' secretary of war, 
dispersed, thu army ttf remote points, and 
emptied the arsenals of the north of their 
contents and tent them to south ern points. 
The secretary of tho navy ordered the vea- 
wuVof the navy to the four winds of the 
gtouo.and then resigned their commissions 
and proceeded to inaugurate or precipitate 
a rebellion. , ' 

They however made a fatal mistake at 
this time. Thoy had neglected to get the 
people of their territory to go with them. 
Some of the seceeded states were slow to 
agree to go out of the union and many 
fniletl to ratify their acts, and when their 
representatives met in their capitol, Mont- 
gomery, Alrt., there was just forty-two. 
'I'hcn' it was 'that thoy discovered a grave 
mistake", 

, The poople were >et loyal, but they must 
fire tho southern heart. In the .meantime 
tlie few loyal authorities at Washington 
had gathered together the 'few struggling 
detachments of troops . which with a few 
volunteers made a reasonable fnir show. of 
defense and Washington was'eafo. 

, No one can read the history of the war 
of the" Revolution or of,the Civil War but 
who will be strengthened in hiB opinion of 
patriotism, and the necessity of its cultiva- 
tion.

efllcacy of charm's. He wears ainuleUj,' 
places written words ^of, magic lo/ 
houses. and sports a tiger's claw ns a 
preventive' of dlsonBC, says Populnr 
Science. If lie is especially primitive 
and baekwoodsy, when lie. enters ajfor- 
est, lie says: - ",Go to the right, all my 
enemies. and assailants! May you not 
look upon ine; lot: nib ".walk nlonel" To 
nllay a storm he says: . "Tho elephants 
collect, they wnllowiricrpss the sea; go 
to the.rlgkt, go" to the left; I hreak tho 
tempest!" When about to begin an 
elephant hunt, according to Thompson, 
ho uses this charm: "The cleplmnt 
trumpets; he wallows across the Ink e. 
The pot bolls, the pirn bolls across tho 
point. Go to the left, go to the right, 
Bplrlt of grandfather (the elephant); T 
loose the fingers upon the bowstring." 

The Malay believes in witches" rind 
witchcraft. There Is the bottle Imp, 
tho Polong, which feeds on Its owner's 
blood till the tlino comes for Jt to take 
possession of nn enemy.'

• : Although President McKiriloy cnme 
with, the understanding' that he was riot 
to be called upon for. a' formal spe'echj 
ho n greed to" speak briefly^ Short as 
was his contribution to the evening's 
oratory, 'he discussed national' issues 
pithily and forebfully, rind It Is doubt-, 
ful'lf tbo President oyer' raado*an ad 
dress In New York city, that was more 
thoroughly effective. 

Hla tnnmier was quiet anil Impress- 
'ive; btit when he cainetq speak of lin-

Another Important declaration of the 
President' 'which was received with' 
prolonged cheering was when ho said 
with significant emphasis: "We are 
neither In n I II a rice nor antagonism nor 
entangicincrit with any foreign power, 
but ou terms of amity nud cordiality 
with "all." ': 

When be resumed his scat It was 
only for.n moment, for In the midst of 
tho.; cheering the orchestra struck up 
i'Thc Star-Spangled Banner," nud he 
rose and stood while, as a fitting cli- 
max to his speech, the whole gathering 
sang the nut hem. President Southard 
of the society presided and began the 
Hpeeeh-mnkliig by Introducing Presi- 
dent MoKInley, who wns greeted wltli 
great npplnuso. lie said: 

Mr. .To.astmn.slcr nnd Gentlemen— 1 nn- 
preciutc your welcome nud thiiuk you for 
this, renewed expression of your good 
will. It Is, proper that I should sny that 
the managing board of tbo Ohio Society 
|has kept the promise inndc to tuo thnt I 
would not be expected or required to 
spenk nt tills banquet. I sbnil not be 
guilty of reflecting ou their good faith 
or breaking my own resolution uot to 
speak if I indulge Iu some observations 
while expressing in the briefest manner 
the pleasure which I bnve la greeting uiy 
old friends of the Ohio' colony In New 
York, There Is a boud of close fellow- 
ship which unites Ohio people, Whither- 
soever lhey journey or wherever they 
dwell, they cherish- the teudcrest senti- 
ment for their mother State, and she In 
turn never fnils of affectionate Interest 
In her widely scnttered children. 

It has been some years since I was 
your guest. Much has happened In the 
meantime. We have lind our blessings 
aud our burdens nud still have both. Wo 
will soon have legislative assurance of 
the continuance of the gold stand nrd with 
which we in i! a Kii re our exchanges, nud 
wo bnve the open door In the far East 
through which to market our products. 
We are neither In nlllnnrc nor antagon- 
ism nor entanglement with any foreign 
power, but on terms of amity and cor-, 
dlutlfy with all. We buy from nil of 
them nnd sell to all of tlieni, nnd our 
sales exceeded our purchases In the Inst 
two years by aver $1,000,000,000. 

Markets have •been increased nnd mort- 
gages have been reduced. Interest has 
fallen and wages hnve advanced. The 
public debt Is decreasing. The country is 
well to do. Its people for the itiost part 
are happy ami coutcoted. They bate 
good' times nnd nrc on good terms with 
the nations pf the world, 

Talkti of Pence niiri War* 

There nre unfortunately those among 
us, few la number, I am sure, who seem 
tOithrlve best under bad' times, and who, 
when good times overtake them iu the 
United States, feel comtralncd to puf 
us on bad terms with the rest of inna- 
klnd. .'With them 1 can have no sympa- 
thy, I would mther give expression to 
what I believe to be the nobler nud al- 
most universal sen thn en f of my country- 
men In the wish uot only for our pcucc 
and prosperity, but- for the peace and 
prosperity of all the nations nud peoples 
of the earth. U 

. 4 After thirty-three yenrs of unbroken 
peace came an unavoidable war' Happily 
the conclusion wns quickly reached, with- 
out a suspicion of unworthy motive or 
practice or purpose on our, part, nnd with 1 
fadeless honor to our arms. 

I cannot forget the qblck response of 
the people to the country's need, and tho

He spoke .'as aa 
iVmcricnn, he snid, and put' the facts of 
tho crise plainly hefore bis nud] tors.

The henith of tho horses iu South Af- 
rica Is a question*. which Is .worrying 
British officers almost as much as. the 
health of the. men. On account of the 
lack of railroads nud the quickness of the 
enemy's moves, mounted troops \ire al- 
most as' essential as guns. With the 
change from the dry to the wet seasons 
comes the danger to horses. . Tho nvcrage 
death rate nrnoug the horses now from 
sickness alone Is about 25 per cent. In 
some localities It lias been known to 
reach 80 nnd even 00 per cent. The dis- 
ease works rapidly. It often happens 
that n trooper Is riding along, when his 
horso'heglns to stngKer, then drops and 
dies ou the spot. Donkeys nre immune 
to the disease, but mules are not. 

Tlte-Ivnilra, Bnsutos and Zulus are the 
native "runners." But It Is not by run- 
ning tli at they do. the best of their work.
